ls A Collection of Proof Franklin Halves Possible? 
By Mark Benvenuto 


When it comes to collecting big silver, the Franklin half dollars are not the biggest 
= but they may just be one of the most fun to collect. The series is relatively 
short, is closed and finished, and is entirely made of what we can now call the 
traditional silver, meaning a 90% silver and 10% copper alloy. As well, all but the 
first two years of the series have some proofs. 5a let's take a peek at the series 
and see just how much might go into making a collection of proofs. 


Starting at the end —the coins in the 1960's — there are plenty of proof Franklins 
from which to choose. The mintage total for 1960 was just under 1.7 million, for 
1961 it was 3.0 million, for 1962 the total reached 3.2 million, and for 1963 it 
dipped back down a tad to just below 3.1 million. In short, that’s a lot of proofs. 
It's safe to say there is at least one proof for any of us who wish to add one toa 
collection. 


Now, to the collecting. Just what do we want to land? Is any old proof 
acceptable? Do we want to go for the best of the best, something like PF-6? or 
even higher? Do we want to insist on Tull bell line examples (what get 
abbreviated as “FBL’ or ‘FL’ in the price guides)? Hmm, it seems like there are 
quite a few collecting possibilities when it comes to proof Franklin halves. 


However you choose to answer the questions we just posed, two important 
factors ought to be kept in mind. First, only buy what you can afford. That may 
seem so elementary it hurts, but it still bears repeating. Second, if we make any 
significant outlay, it should be for a proof that has been encapsulated by one of 
the third party grading services. Even if you have a personal crusade against 
slabbed coins, when purchasing coins that can jump upin price based on a single 
point of grading — M5-65 versus M5-66, for example — it’s worth it to get the 
guarantee. At least someone has looked at each slabbed coin and made a 
decision on the grade. 


With all this in mind, let's go the route of the frugal collector and look at the 
prices for PF-64 examples from 1960 to 1963. Right now, each of these four yezrs 
costs no more than $30 in this state of preservation. That's not too bad for proof 


coins that are almost 60 years old. 
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Soinz back a bit further, we might want to group together the 1957 — 1959 proof 
Franklin halves. lt was 1957 that saw the first year of over a millicn proof sats 
[1,247,952 to 56 evact), and even though the 1958 dipped to 8/5K, in 1959 the 
total again rose to ust over 1.1 million, Again, it’s fair to say that's a Ict of proofs, 


Sticking with cur PF-64 target for a grade, and not worrying about full bell |ne 
specimens, we find that the prices have not really gone up. It stillappears that 
530 will land us any one of these three dates. “hat means we have seven years 
for which $30 will land us a proof fifty-cent piece with dear, cld Ben Franklin's 
noggin or it, So, we're at $210 thus far. 


Stepping 2ack a wee bit farther, we can group the 1954 proo’ Franklin half 
together with the 1955 and che 1956, These three vears saw quite a bt of 
difference in tye total number of proof sets produced, and thus inthe number cf 
proof fifty-cent piezes. In 1954 that total was 233,300, in 1955 it was 378,200, 
and in 1956 ithad risento 669,384, That’: quite a swingin numbers. Also, 
keeping in mind the way in which proofs were shipped by mail at that time (pretty 
ooory bytod2y’s high standard), it's a fair bet to say less of these procts hzve 
survived without some narks of what we might call benign neglect today, Wher 
it comes to checking price tags, these three do costa bit more. It's going te be 
about 575 for the 1954, but only 550 - 560 for each of the other two. ~hat’s 5195 
for these three, added to the $5210 we already tallied, for a new total of 5405. 


The last step back, as far a5 proof Franklins goes, will be the 1950 to the 1953. 
Only the "53 was made to the tune of over 100K here — 128,800 to be exact As 
far the other three, just over 51K for the 1950, and 57.5K forthe 1951, and 
$1,980 for the 1952.

New to the convention was a display and large amount of 
literature from the Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta. Now we 
have all heard of the Federal Reserve Banks, and most of us in 
the collector community probably feel they know a lot about 
how they function. Certainly the Author felt that way, until he 
talked to Mr. Princeton Williams, Senior Outreach Manager for 
the Atlanta Fed. Mr. Williams shared an amazing knowledge of 
the history, purpose, products, and plans of the Atlanta Federal 
Reserve Bank. 


One of the main functions of this bank is to remove damaged 
currency from circulation if mechanical inspection shows that 
any of several parameters have been exceed (such as the note 
being too worn). He indicated they have five machines that 
perform the inspections, and they each process 100,000 notes Outreach Manager for the Atlanta 
an hour, four days a week.

From 2007 to 2011, presidential $1 coins were minted for circulation in large numbers, resulting in a large stockpile of 
unused $1 coins. From 2012 to 2016, new coins in the series were minted only for collectors. 


Program details 


herein pees Weis fhe mere inieenGiion The program began on January 1, 2007, and like the 50 State Quarters 
on this coin series: program, was not scheduled to end until every eligible subject was 
honored. The program was to issue coins featuring each of four presidents 


per year on the obverse, issuing one for three months before moving on to

the next president in chronological order by term in office. To be eligible, a 
President must have been deceased for at least two years prior to the time of minting. The U.S. Mint called it the 
Presidential $1 Coin Program. 


The reverse of the coins bears the Statue of Liberty, the inscription "$1" and the inscription "United States of America". 
Inscribed along the edge of the coin is the year of minting or issuance of the coin, the mint mark, 13 stars, and also the 
legend E Pluribus Unum in the following arrangement: KKK IA AA 2009 D % 4% E PLURIBUS UNUM; 
before 2009, In God We Trust was also part of the edge lettering. The legend "Liberty" is absent from the coin 
altogether, since the decision was made that the image of the Statue of Liberty on the reverse of the coin was sufficient 
to convey the message of liberty. The text of the act does not specify the color of the coins, but per the U.S. Mint "the 
specifications will be identical to those used for the current Golden dollar". The George Washington $1 coin was first 
available to the public on February 15, 2007, in honor of Presidents' Day, which was observed on February 19. 


This marked the first time since the St. Gaudens Double Eagle (1907-33) that the United States had issued a coin with 
edge lettering for circulation. Edge-lettered coins date back to the 1790s. The process was started to discourage the 
shaving of gold coin edges, a practice which was used to cheat payees. In December 2007, Congress passed H.R. 2764, 
moving "In God We Trust" to either the obverse or reverse of the coins. This is the same bill that created a program that 
included quarters for Washington, D.C., Puerto Rico, Northern Mariana Islands, Guam, the U.S. Virgin Islands, and 
American Samoa. 


The act had been introduced because of the failure of the Sacagawea $1 coin to gain widespread circulation in the 
United States. The act sympathized with the need of the nation's private sector for a $1 coin, and expected that the 
appeal of changing the design would increase the public demand for new coins (as the public generally responded well 


Continued 
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to the State Quarter program). The program was also intended to help educate the public about the nation's presidents 
and their history. In the event that the coins did not catch on with the general public, the Mint hoped that collectors 
would be as interested in the dollars as they were with the State Quarters. 


Unlike the State Quarter program and the Westward Journey nickel series, 
which suspended the issuance of the current design during those 
programs, the act directed the Mint to continue to issue Sacagawea dollar 
coins during the presidential series. The law states that at least one in 
three issued dollars must be a Sacagawea dollar. Furthermore, the 
Sacagawea design is required to continue after the Presidential Coin 
program ends. These requirements were added at the behest of the North 
Dakota congressional delegation to ensure that Sacagawea, whom North 
Dakotans consider to be one of their own, ultimately remains on the dollar 
coin. 








Stack of the Presidential Dollar 
Previous versions of the act called for removing from circulation dollar series coins showing inscription 
coins issued before the Sacagawea dollar, most notably the Susan B. on the coin’s edge 


Anthony dollar, but the version of the act which became law merely 

directs the Secretary of the Treasury to study the matter and report back to Congress. The act required federal 
government agencies (including the United States Postal Service), businesses operating on federal property, and 
federally funded transit systems to accept and dispense dollar coins by January 2008, and to post signs indicating that 
they do so. 


Minting errors 


On Merch 8, 2007, the United States Mint announced, that on February 
15, 2007, an unknown number of George Washington Presidential $1 coins 
were released into circulation without their edge inscriptions (the U.S. 
mottos, "In God we trust" and "EF pluribus unum", the coin's mint mark, 
and its year of issuance; i.e. EPLURIBUS UNUM ¢ IN GOD WE 

TRUST ¢ 2007 X(where Xis either P or D)). Ron Guth, of the Professional 
Coin Grading Service, estimated at least 50,000 coins were released 
without the edge inscriptions. The first such coin discovered was sold on 
eBay for S600, while later coins were selling for S40-S60, as of late March 
2007. Because one of the inscriptions missing from the coins is the motto 





"In God we trust", some articles on the subject have referred to them as 


Dansco Album with space for "Godless dollars". Fake "Godless dollars" have been produced with the 
Presidential Portraits as well as Coins! | edge lettering filed off. 





Also, John Adams Presidential dollars have been discovered with plain edges. They are fewer in quantity than George 
Washington plain-edge dollars, making them rarer, thus more expensive. A more frequently encountered edge lettering 
error for the John Adams dollar is a coin with doubled edge lettering. This error occurs when a coin passes through the 
edge lettering machine twice. Most examples of the doubled-edge-letter John Adams dollar are from the Philadelphia 
Mint (Denver Mint issues are comparatively scarce). They are seen in two varieties: 1) with both edge lettering 
inscriptions reading in the same direction, called "overlapped", and 2) with the two inscriptions running in opposite 
directions—i.e., inverted or upside-down relative to one another—called "inverted". 
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In early March 2007, a Colorado couple found a dollar coin that was not stamped on either side (missing the portrait of 
George Washington and the Statue of Liberty), but with the edge lettering on the blank planchet. Some of the coins have 


the words on the rim struck upside down (president face up). These are not minting errors, but rather a variation 


created by the minting process. Such upside-down coins have been sold on auction websites like eBay and Amazon for 
greater than their face value, though they represent roughly 50% of the minted population. 


New rules 


By 2011, 1.4 billion uncirculated $1 coins were stockpiled, which, if stacked flat, could reach from Los Angeles to 
Chicago. By 2016, this number might have reached two billion. On December 13, 2011, Vice President Joe Biden and 


Treasury Secretary Timothy Geithner announced that the minting of Presidential $1 coins for circulation would be 


suspended. Future entries in the program, beginning with those of Chester A. Arthur, would be issued in reduced 


quantities, only for collectors. 


The program's end 


The act specifies that for a former president to be honored, they must have been deceased for at least two years before 
issue. Hence, former presidents Jimmy Carter, George H. W. Bush (now deceased), Bill Clinton, George W. Bush, Barack 


Obama, and current President Donald Trump were ineligible to have a dollar coin issued in their honor. The series ended 


in 2016, after honoring Ronald Reagan, the last President who was eligible. Since the program has terminated, 


producing coins for those presidents not yet honored would require another Act of Congress.

Ron Guth also wrote for PCGS CoinFacts that 
“The Saddle Ridge Hoard of gold coins 
boosted the population of 1877-S $20s by 
thirty-four examples, one of which was tied 
for finest known at PCGS MS65. Three others 
tied for Second Finest honors at PCGS 
MS64.”” 


While there are no public auction records for 
the PCGS graded coins, a NGC MS65 graded 
coin sold for $29,900 in January of 2009 
(which means it was not a SRH coin, since 


this sale occurred four years before the hoard 
was discovered).

Subsequent to classification of the SHR 1877- 
S double eagles, another example from the 
AWA Collection — Hansen Collection was 
graded as MS65+ by PCGS. When comparing 
photos of these two coins, the SRH coin looks 
better, at least to the Author, given the 
MS65+ has spots of discoloration on both the 
obverse and the reverse. 


Sixty-two 1888-S double eagles were found 
in this hoard, of which six tied for finest 
known PCGS MS64. Of the 1427 coins 
found, 422 of them 
(30%) were the 1889-8

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$17,625. PCGS estimates the value of this 
coin to be $32,500. 


There were 178 1892-S double eagles in this 
cache, with three being finest known, graded 
at MS65+. PCGS shows 83 coins in this 
population with Mint State condition: 5 
MS65, 16 MS64, 33 MS63, 26 MS62, and 3 
MS61. The price estimates for these coins 
ranged from $1400 to $20,000. Finally the 
1894-S double eagles from this hoard also 
ranked right at the top. PCGS Shows a single 
example as MS65 (valued at $20,000), four 
MS63s, 12 MS62s, and one each MS61 and 
MS60 coming from this stash.

value of $10 million dollars. Rather than 
using one of the typical auction houses they 
chose to use Amazon to sell them!

| Jim’s presentation included 
showing the audience and 
discussing numerous 
examples of the coins that 
were found. Then he 
transitioned into a 
discussion on whether these 
coins had retained their 

_ value or not. The consensus 
was that sometimes they 
did, and other times they 
did not (an example of this was seen above, 
with respect to the prices paid in 2014 and 
2015 for the NGC MS65 1889-S double 
eagles).

The Club members found this presentation to 
be very interesting, and it stimulated several 
discussions and a good deal of knowledge 
transfer. One long point of discussion was the 
speculation on who assembled this hoard, 
how and why they did it, and what happened 
to cause them to never retrieve their stash. 
The Author’s theory is that this person was a 
merchant who received these coins in 
exchange for goods, and lacking a bank (or 
not trusting banks or not trusting that the 
banks wouldn't be robbed) they used the 
metal can method - instead of the mason jar 
method - of wealth preservation! Needless to 
say, there were many fun theories bandied 
about. 


Jim wrapped up his presentation with several 
slides discussing coin hoards found in the US. 
It turns out there have been many hoards 
found, some with more coins (like the 
600,000 silver dollars of the LaVere Redfield 
Hoard) but none with so many gold coins 
worth so much as the Saddle Ridge Hoard. It 
was an excellent presentation and the Club ts 
grateful to Jim for putting it together. Much 
more information ts available on the internet 
should the reader want to find out more about 
this topic.

To neither buy, sell, trade, give or receive numismatic items 
of which the ownership is unclear or suspect. 


To abide by all local, state and federal and to laws; to assist 
cognizant authorities, 1f requested, in their investigation of 
alleged violation of any local, state, or federal law. 


Confirmed violation of this Code, as determined by the 
SCNA Ethics Review Process, will be grounds for discipli- 
nary action of the SCNA Member, as defined in the SCNA
